It was in the age of sail that Can- 
ada won her high sition in the 
merchant navy, and with the impetus 

ven to trade after the American 

vil War and the decline of the 
United States mercantile marine, the 
e@hipowners on the eastern Canadian 

ordered ships as fast as the 
ehipbuilders could turn them out. 
creeks and coves of New Bruns- 
wick, Nova Scotia and Quebec were 
éhe Jaunching waters of many fine 
eraft—keels which were destined after- 
wards to plough the waters of the 
Seven Seas and make the names of 
British North American vessels fam- 
ous the world over. Built of wood, 
these “Bluenose” craft, with their 
@rim, neat appearance, well cut and 
well set stayed masts, were familiar 
to the nautical eye wherever and 
heamever descried. Many of them 
were built almost by rule of thumb 
Gin some quiet luue creek adjacent to 
the forests from which planking, 
scantling, knees and frames were cut, 
and when launched and rigged they 
made themselves and their builders 
famous by their fast passages and 
the money they made for their owners. 

On the other hand, a few of thes 
"Down east” craft became a trifle in- 
famous with the sea-faring traternity, 
owing to the high-handed way in 
which the officers treated the crews, 
and their names were retailed with 
bitter anathemas in the foc’sles of 
wther ships by members of the crews 
twho were unfortunate enough to have 
experienced a voyage on the ‘“‘nig- 
gerdriving Bluenose packet.” : 

To Canadian vessels must be given 
tthe credit for being ahead of the 
(Mother Country in design and gear, 
tand in later years, British ship-build- 
‘ers were glad to imitate the innova- 
tions of the colony. American and 
Canadian vessels were the first to use 
double topsails—the American four- 
mast clipper bark ‘Great Republic,” 
Qaunched in 1853, being actually the 
first vessel] so fitted. By dividing the 
@reat single topsail, in vogue then, 
an half and having yee yards for 
wach half of the sail, the work of 
gweefing and furling was lessened, and 
the number of men required to do 
tthe work, reduced. To close reef an 
oli-fashioned long topsail in a blow, 
atten required a whole watch. upon 
‘tthe foot-ropes to tussle with the re- 
fractory canvas. With the divided 
gail, the furling of the upper topsail 
was equal to close reefing the old 
fong topsail, and at the same time 
the smaller amount of canvas could 
bbe easier handled. 

Then again, Canadian vessels, be- 
fing built of wood, were prone to leak. 
and on many ships pumps had to be 
manned twice in the twenty-four 
hours. Wheel chain pumps, operated 
by turning a wheel, were used in- 

of the old-fashioned 4 and 
down bra.es familiar to the British 
ship. Built lower masts were also 
peculiar to Canadian vessels. Instead 
of having the mast in one long, whole 
epar, they were “built” of several 
eces, wedged in and held together 

y iron bands, which encircled the 
built spar at intervals of about two 
fleet apart. 

Besides the differences in the build 
and rig of the ships, the British 
North American vessels had many 
Anstitutions aboard of them peculiar 
4o themselves. Crews had to work 
ard, but were well fed. No boat- 
@wains were carried—the crews were 
supposed to be competent enough to 
do all the “‘sailorizing’’ necessary un- 
der the able tutelage of the second 
or junior office.s. The services of a 
gailmaker, usually carried on other 
‘hips, were sometimes dispensed with, 
and tis making and repairing of sails 
had to be done by officers and crew. 
The galley and culinary department 
was sometimes carried on by contract 
-—a cook and his wife would sign to- 

ther, and the woman would attend 

the cabin and the wants of. the 
officers, instead of a steward.

Canadian vessels were employed,

sired.” 

Would that British barbers would 
take such a view of their business, 
Hairdressers undouvtedly lose trade 
by pestering their customers to buy 
hair-tonics and toilet requisites wheu 
helpless under the shaving brush and 
razor. The manager of a big West- 
end Loridon wilet ciub has lately 
made a point of forbidding any of his 
men to tous force trade upon nis cus- 
tomers. 

On the other hand, large firms are 
naturally forced to guard against 
slackness on the part of their people. 
“Indifference on the part of salesmen 
is sufficient cause for instant dismis- 
sal,” is a sentence taken from the 
rules of an English firm. 

Some such rules, however, are ty- 
rannica] to a degree. Here is an ex- 
ample from the rule book of a provin- 
cial drapery shop: ‘Any assistant 
standing near a customer who is not 
being served, and not serving her at 
once, or allowing her to go out with- 
out being spoken to — first offence, 
2s. 6d. fine. Or if engaged and not 
calling shopwalker’s attention —#hne 
a8" 


In the same shop this curious rule 
prevails: ‘‘Measuring ribbons and neg- 
lecting to unroll tne piece quite a 
yard beyond the quantity desired be- 
fore cutting off length—fine sixpence.”’ 
To the mere masculine mind the ob- 
ject of this rule is somewhat myster- 
ious. Is it suggested that the cus- 
tomer may thus be tempted to pur- 
chase an extya yard? 

Being cheeky to the shop-walker in 
this particular establishment is quite 
a minor matter, entailing a fine of 
three pence only. 

At another snop of the same descrip- 
tion one of the rules runs: “All cus- 
tomers, instead of being asked the 
price of articles wanted, should have 
medium-priced goods placed betore 
them.’’ Lhe penalty tor disobeying 
this rule is a tine of threepence. 

One of the great gas companies re- 
cently issued an edict that none of 
its é men might enter any public 
house near the works, and neads of 
departments were warned to see that 
the rule was strictly enforced. 

There is a needle-case making firm 
which proh:biis iaugning amoung tne 
girls employed. In anvther tactory 
lines are inflicted tor sneezing or for 
wearing hair-curlers, while at some 
Kast-end works the women are strict- 
ly forbidden to ‘‘dance during the din- 
ner-hour.” One can hardly imagipe 
anyone wanting to dance during the 
dinner-hour, but if they did, surely 
the recreation ‘is harmless and gvod 
for digestion? In still another a fine 
of threepence is imposed for throwing 
tea-leaves down the drains.—London 
"Lit-Bits. 


Elephants and Toothache. 


It is not easy to tell when an ele- 
phant has got toothache, but it is 
est to keep out of his way when you 
ab know it, 

A Landon surgeon, who had been for 
many years in India, says he would 
sooner risk a railway accident thauv 
meet an elephant with toothache. It 
appears that toothache affects an ele- 
phant in a more severe manner than 
it does any other animal, Elephants 
have very sensitive nerves, and 4 
touch of toothache often brings on 
madness. 

Provided you are able to chais 
down an elephant and draw out th+ 
offending tooth, the brute is certain 
to be affectionate’to you afterwards. 

Here is an instance. An elephant 
in Bengal, India, became affected with 
toothache, but the keepers managed 
to secure it while a dentist drew a 
decayed tooth—the cause of the trou- 
ble. After a time the elephant seem- 
ed to understand that the dentist was 
trying to do something for his pain, 
and he gave every evidence of appre- 
clating the attention,

Paper Cookery. 

“Paper coukery” is being populariz- 
ed in Londou by a German chef, ac- 
cording to a London newspaper. The 
favor of the viands is said tu be con- 
served by the simple process of cook- 
ing the food in @ paper bag of a spe- 
cial kind. The bag is put inside a gas 
stove and heated indirectly, the hot 
air only coming into contact with the 
paper wrapper, For instance, in cook- 
ing 4 beeisteak in this manner, pep- 
per and salt (if required) Be 7 
alone be added to the raw meat before 
it was placed in the bag and depositea 
iu the oven. After about half an 
hour’s subjection to the hot air pro- 
eess, the steak is said to be done to 
a vurn, while it has produced a rich 
gravy of its own whicu can be poured 
out of the paper wrapper. Fruit cook- 
ed in the same way is said to retain 
net only its aroma but its shape.

The hing, of course, has tis otticial 
legal advisers in the persons of the 
Solicitor and Attorney General; but 
should he desire private legal advice 
he has his own solicitor—Sir Henry A. 
White, C.V.0. 

His Majesty’s interest in, and en- 
couragement of, all manly sports are 
well known, and it is quite probable 
that on the eve of the recent boat-race, 
Mr. W. G. East, the King’s Barge- 
master, was suminoned to the palace 
to give the King the benefit of his 
knowledge of the form and prospects 
of the rival crews. ; 

The King, oi course, has his own 
medical advisers, and he also has his 
own dentist. 

It is not so well known, however, 
that he has his own bacterioligist, 
Dr. H. R. D. Spita, and his own chem- 
ist and druggist, Mr. Peter Wyall 
Squire. 

Should anything go wrong with the 
engineering arrangements of the royal 
residences, the King’s Consulting En- 
gineer, Mr. W. H. Massey, M.I.C.E., 
will be called in to report and advise 
what should be done. 

At Windsor Castle there is a noted 
book expert in the person of the Hon. 
John Fortescue. M.V.O.; but the 
King’s private library at Sandring- 
ham is looked after by the Rev. F. P. 
rarrar. 

From time to time the royal cellars

Although not so fond of the turf as 
his late father was, the King has 
many horses in trainng, and as re- 
gards their purchase, sale, and racing 
engagements, the King has at his dis- 
posal the wide knowledge and experi- 
ence and shrewd judgment of Lord 
Marcus Beresford, as manager of His 
Majesty’s thoroughbreds; whilst in 
the actual train His Majesty has the 
services of Mr. hichard Marsh, who 
acted in a similar capacity for the late 
King Edward. 

As a sailor, the King naturally de- 
lights in pictures of the sea, and ha 
haz his own marine painter in the 
Chevalier Edward de Marteno, C.V.O. 

In his official charities the King is 
advised by the officers of the Royai 
Almonry; while his private secretariea 
deal with those unomicial cases which 
are held to be deserving of His Ma. 
jesty’s wide benevolence. 

In short, the King has many experts 
on many subjects at his beck and 
call; but His Majesty is nothing i 
not self-reliant, and he takes a keen 
delight in managing most of his multi- 
farious affairs himself.

JCANNE MANCE AND HER DEVOT. 
ED LIFE IN CANADA. 


French Woman Whose Staiue Vandals 
In Montreal Recently Tampered 
With Is One of the Most Magnifi- 
cent Characters In the History of 
the Dominion—She Served the Sick 
and Wounded tor Thirty Years. 


‘If the purpose of those, who a few 
hignt ago, tampered with the statue 
of Jeanne Mance, which adorns one 
‘of the four corners of the Maison- 
heuve monument in place d'Armes, 
Montreal, was simply to work destruc- 
tion upon one of the most beautiful 
specimens of the sculptor’s art in 
Canada, then there are vandals in our 
midst who would have been tit inem- 
bers of that barbaric horde that early 
in the middle ages poured over the 
Alps, over-ran Italy, and sacked 

me.

However. the purpose of the vandals 
Was not accomplished, and the beau- 
tiful bronze figure remains, to adorn 
the monument that commemorates the 
founding of Montreal two hundred and 
sixty-nine years ago this month. 

q® «ae work to which Jeanne Mance 
devoted her life and her means was 
that of nursing the sick, succoring 
the infirm and needy, and binding up 
the wounds sustained by those, who, 
in almost daily conflict, were holding 
the littl, ontpost of civilization aganet 
tue onsets of the relentiess sruquois. 
Jeanne Mance was the Florence wight- 
ingale of Ville Marie, the prototype 
of the trained nurses whose services 
form so large a part of the work of 
mercy carried on to-day in our great 
hospitals. 

Mademoiselle Jeanne Mance belong- 
ed to an honorable family of Nogentle 
Roi, near Langres, France. She was 

| born in 1606—two years before the 
founding of Quebec. She received the 
education of a young gentlewoman of 
her time. Her constitution was deii- 
cate, her manners graceful yet digni- 
fied. Though ah earnest devotee, she 
felt no vocation for the cioister; and 
yet, writes her biographer Faillon, 
while ‘‘still in the world” she led the 
life of a nun. She had read accounts

of ..e missionary’ work carried on | 
among the Indians of Canada; her en- | 


thusiasm was kindled, and 
journeyed up to Paris to seek advice 
respecting her engaging iri the work. 
She received encouragement from hig. 
ecclesiastics, and from ladies of rank, 
wealth and zeal. Well supplied with 
money for her pious work, she went 
to Rochelle, from whence the ships 
sailed fo;.Canada, and here she fell 
in with the party about to set out for 
the wilderness for the purpose of es- 
tablishing a colony almost two hun- 
dred miles beyond Quebec, on the is- 
land formed by the junction- of the 
two great rivers of the west and the 
north—the Island of Montreal. 

On May 8, 1642, they embarked for 
Montreal, the little flotilla consisting 
ofa pinnace, a flat-bottomed cratt 
moved by sails, and two rowboats. 

On May 18 they landed on the Is- 
land of Montreal at the spot where, 
thirty-one years before, Champlain 
had chosen as the fit site of a settle- 
ment. 


In the following year a French lady | 


of rank, Madame de Boullion, gave 
forty-two thousand livres for the build. 
ing of a hospital at Viila Marie. ‘The 
enclosure within the palisade stood 
near the river, and in the spring it 
was in danger of inundation, and in 
fact, during the first winter the high 
water caused by a thaw nearly flood- 
ed out of place. There was also no 
room to spare within the palisade, and 
the hospitai was accordingly built on 
higher ground adjacent, in order to 
protect it against the Iroquois it too 
was surrounded by a palisade, and, 
in time of danger, a part of the garri- 
son was detailed to defend it. The 
hospital was intended not only to 
nurse sick Frenchmen, but to nurse 
and convert sick Indians, 

Among the notes to one of the vol- 
umes of the Relations is this tribute 
to Jeanne Mante. She “was at one 
time the main support of the Montreuj 
colony. Beseiged by the Iroquois in 
1651, anu at all times exposed ta 
their incursions, the new settlement 
was in danger of destruction; Mlle. 
Mance furnished Maisonneuve with 
22,000 livres from the hospital en- 
dowment, with which to raise and 
equip soldiers for the defence of the 
town. In the following year she visit. 
ed Paris, and procured the reorgani- 
ation of the Montreal Society, which 
had become greatly reduced, both ip 
numbers and funds. Later she had 
much to do with bringing from France 
the nuns of St. Joseph. for the latter 
she procured an endewment from Ma. 
dame de Boullion, he establishment 
of these nuns, her administration of 
tee hospital (in which they succeeded 
her after her death), and her share in 
the management of the colony placed 
great burdens on the shoulders of 
Mlle. Mance, but she discharged her 
duties with enthusiasm, conscientious 
devotion, 
judgment.” 

‘These were dark years for the col- 
opy. Danger was ever at hand, and at 
times destruction seemed inevitable. 
its prospects were far from hopetul; 
and what was left of Vitality was in 
the enthusiastic Mademoiselle Mance, 
the earnest and disinterested soldier 
Maisonneuve, and the priest Oliver 
and his new Seminary of St. Sulpice. 

During these years of struggles and 
danger .eanne Mance remained at her 
post, administering the affairs of her 
hospital, and with her associates 
nursing the sick and wounded, and 
caring for the needy and homeless. 
And so passed the life of this heroine 
of the early years af Montreal, and 
it is because of that work that in the 
group of statuary that forms the 
mopument commemorating the tound. 
ing of the city, a place has beam given 
w the figure representing the tirst 
nurse in Montreal, and the founder oj 
its first hospital. Jeanne Man: e’s re:

PROF. A. B. MACALLUM HAS AN 
INTERNATIONAL REPUTATION. 


Torente University Physiologist Ie 


Perhaps Better Known In Foreign 
Scientific Circles Than He Is In * 
His. Native Land — “First Among 


Peers” at the Meeting of the Brit-. 


ish Association at Winnipeg.

ural Science. Between graduation and 
1884 he lapsed into teaching again, 
but later occupied himself witn a post- 
graduate course at Johns Hopkins. 
‘hen he began his great active career 
at his alma mater as Fellow in bi- 
ology, later becoming lecturer and 
professor in physiology. It is signifi- 
cant of the value set on the man by 
the university authorities that he had 
been advanced to the chair of physi- 
ology in 1891, only seven years after 
his enrolment on the staff. 

It speaks volumes for his capacity 
as 4 student and a worker that in the 
meantime he had graduated as M.B. 
at Toronto and as D.Ph. at Johns 
Of late years the foremost 
educational institutions and scientific 
associations have hastened to do him 
honor. He was elected Fellow of the 
Royal Society, London, a rare recog- 
nition indeed for a colonial, in 1906, 
and the same year Aberdeen, Scot- 
land, made him an honorary LL.D, 
He was made an honorary D.Sc. of 
Yale in 1907 and of Trinity College, 
Dublin, in 1908, while last year he 
attained his high otticial position in 
the British Association. His full style 
and title now is Archibald Byron 
Macallum, M.A., M.B., (Tor.); D.Ph., 
D.bec., LL.D, F.R.8. 

Prof. Macallum is a classic type 
of the student and the philosopher.

and Harder Job Every Year. 


The census now in progress is hot’ | 


merely a.counting of noses, in order 
that we may crow about our growth; 
it is a general stock-taking of Canad’ 
a.d almost every department of Gov- 
trnment bases its work on the. result 
of the labors of the census officiats. 
ihe Department of Trade and Com- 
merce in particular is very closely 
tonnected with the census, per capita 
business, export, import, consump- 
tion, all ‘must start trom it. We have 
as yet no well-defined or thoroughly- 
organied bureau of statis‘ics in Can- 
aia; it is the hope of many that stich 
ya department will soon be under way, 
and it is easy to see what an import- 
ant place the census will have in it. 
England, France, Germany, and to a 
lesser degree the United States, all 
have careful compilations if statistics, 
and if you look them over you will 
find that the census has much w do 
with the basis of calculation. 

As said before, the census 
merely a counting of noses, the enuim- 
erator leaves you pumped dry of tn- 
formation about yourself, and on the 
accuracy of what you tell him depends 
to a great degree the accuracy of the 
vitally important census figures.

The total acre- 
age of these farms in 1910 was 19.- 
| 674,000 acres, and in the acreage} 
there had been in the last ten years 
|}a decrease of 4.3 per cent. Of this|{ 
| total acreage not quite one-half, or| 
|to be exact, 7,242,000 acres, was im- 
| proved land, | 
| Here are some of the prices of! 
{farms actually on offer at this mo-| 
jment in the New England States:| 
|In the town (or, as we call it, the 
township) of Bethel, Windsor Coun- 
ty, Vermont, a farm of 45 acres, 
| $700; another of 90 acres, $1,300; 
}another of 360 acres, $2,600. In the 
township of. Brattleboro, Vt., 190) 
}acres, $1,000; 100 acres, $800; at 
Chester Depot, Rutland County, 195 
acres, $2,000; another of 280 acres

What, then, is the matter? The 
trouble is that this market into 
which the Canadian farmer is to be 
invited to try his luck, is in no need 
of Canadian produce. The trouble is 
that the United States, with its great 
range of territory and its climate, 
produces a vast surplus of all kinds 
of agricultural products, and these 
products are manipulated by the food 
distributing trusts to the disadyan- 
tage of many of the producers. Go 
up and down this country in which 
the New England farmers ought to 
find a profitable market, and what 
do you find? You find the cold stor- 
age plants of the Chicago packing 
houses and of the fruit and dairy 
trusts taking the toll that the farm- 
ers ought “to get from the breakfast 
and dinner tables of the great army 
of consumers.
